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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amendment after final rejection filed on 1 1 
January 2006 has been fully considered but Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. The Applicant has failed to address adequately the 
103 rejections for independent claims 1,14, and 15. 

With respect to independent claim 1, Applicant argues Jalali et al (US 6, 952, 454) fails to teach a time slot which is sub-divided into two or 
more sub-slots. Applicant further points out in Figure 2 of Jalali's et al that each of the nine single time slot labeled ts1...ts9 are not sub- 
divided into two or more sub-slots. Applicant further argues that Jalali et al does not teach "variablly allocating a number of continuous 
sub-slots allocated to at least one of the time slots". 

Examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicant's conclusion. First, the Examiner would like to point out that what is claimed in claim 1 is 
"sub-dividing, on other than a time division basis, each of the plurality of time slots to comprise two or more sub-slots". Jalali et al fully 
discloses this aspect of the limitation of claim 1 in Figure 2 as each time slot (ts1 ...ts9) is divided into sub-slots or sub-channels on a 
frequency basis. In Figure 2, "Data 2" is transmitted in time slots ts3, ts4, and ts5 and shows that a continuous sub-channels 5 to 16 are 
allocated in these time slots to form an irregular L-shape. Please also refer to Jalali et al Column 14, Lines 12-49. . 
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
